At a largely attended convention of 
Liberal-Conservatives of South Saan- 
ich, held last evening at the Royal Oak 
schoolhouse, D. M. Eberts was selected 
as the candidate for the provincial legis- 
lature. The gathering was exceptionally 
representative, there being present resi- 
dents from all the sections included in 
the constituency. In his address, .Mr. 
Eberts expressed his thanks for the 
honor conferred upon liiin. and stated 
thai he supported Premier McBride on 
his general policy and particularly upon 
his attitude in respect to Better Terms 
for British Columbia. His remarks 
were received with the utmost enthusi- 
asm. 

Upon motion, II. .1. Dunn look the 
chair. In his opening remarks he ex- 
plained thai the gathering had hern 
called in select a candidate for the 
forthcoming provincial clectious. lie 
proposed that the business he proceeded 
with. 

Munro Miller proposed that as Hon. 
It. F. Green, chief 'commissioner of 
lands and works, was present, it might 
be opportune lo hear from him. A 
short address from such a source, he 
was sure, would be both interesting and 
highly instructive. (Applause). 

IIou. Mr. Oreen begged leave lo re- 
frain from speaking until after the 
nomination.

Placed in Nomination 

Edward John, in a few well chosen 
remarks, nominated D. M. Eberts, K.C., 
as the candidate to represent the Lib- 
eral-Conservative party of Snanich in 
the next provincial elections. He did 
not need lo say that Mr. Eborts wits 
not a stranger to the voters of the con- 
stituency. He was well known as an 
honorable man anil B worthy representa- 
tive. Applause. I 

O. E. Oale suggested that a ballot 
would be taken upon I lie issue. 

This was put In the form of a mo- 
tion and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Eberts was chosen by an over- 
whelming majority, and in thanking 
those present, said that he knew of lio 
greater honor than that of receiving the 
approbation of. so many friends in such 
u wnv. He had been selected by an 
almost solid -vote, ami the honor, there- 
fore, was still greater. It. had been ex- 
ceedingly flattering when, in 1890, ho 
had been called upon for the lust lime to 
be the standard-hearer of the Conserva- 
tive body of the Saanich' district. He 
I had represented the constituency for 
fourteen years. Last year the tide had 
sel against him.

Better Terms Wanted 
He lold of the grnnl 
"'province to tin' Dominion government 
le- way of hontising tbc Canadian Puci- 
lie railway no less than ,"1(1.0(10,01)1) acres 
of land along the line of the railway. In 
return for this an annuity of $100,000 
was received by the province. He claim- 
ed that $20,000,000 more had been pah]

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been returned. That was the reason 
why he supported Premier McBride iu 
his determined stand for Belter Terms.

Mr. Eberts mentioned the difference 
in the cost of road, street and bridge 
construction iu British Columbia as 
compared lo that in the other provinces.

It was proven that there 
were billions mid billions of feel of lim- 
ber lying ready lo bo cut; there were 
copper mines under operation and others 
tn their early singes of development: 
there also were immense deposits of iron 
ore. 

British Columbia's Great Future 

Lei one cast his eye into the future 
and contemplate the changes thai would 
take place thirty and. forty years hence. 
Then the Pacific ocean would present an 
appearance similar m the Atlantic nea- 
board at llie present time. When one 
thought of these things wasn't it "ridicu- 
lous lo say that Vancouver Island was 
not sufficiently wealthy t<> warrant rail- 
way connection. One of the reasons 
why he wanted to be in the legislature 
was lo do everything in his power for 
the people of the Island.

Ebon* 
and believed thai llie members the con- 
stituency bad chosen well. Never iu his 
experience hail he witnessed any hesi- 
lancyon the part of Mr. Eberts to stand 
up in Ids place and defend llie interests 
of his particular district, 

Elections, be added, were not won by 
party meetings. He believed, how- 
ever, by the sentiment which appeared 
in prevuil thai the augury for a suc- 
cessful issue of the campaign, as far 
as Mr. Eberts was concerned, was a 
happy one.

Government's Hard Task 

In oriler to surmount the difficulties 
tin' expenses had been curtailed and 
the assessments Increased. These were 
not popular things to do, but they 
were honest things. (Applause). Now 
tin' government was aide to declare a 
surplus at tbc end ut' llie present year, 
i Applause). 

Hon. Mr. Oreen added that he •didn't 
believe In tbc carrying over of a sur- 
plus from year to year. What was 
left over, lie thought, should be ex- 
pended upon Improvements to roads, 
bridges and public works. (Applause). 

The government had been criticized 
also in regard to Its Timber Act. The 
policy that had been adopted was that 
of making the licences transferable 
and renewable. It was provided also 
tjpnl so much should be paid on the 
holdings, whether or not the limber 
was cut. Another provision, and (ho 
kernel of the whole matter, was Unit 
the government had power to increase 
the taxation upon the.-e lands if llie 
conditions warranted such action. 
What hail been (he result? The lands 
and works department would be able 
io pay Into the treasury something 
like $l,finu,non at the end of the year. 
Confidence Is Established 

The McBride government had estab- 
lished stability. If for no other reason, 
thai administration was entitled to the 
confidence of .the electors, Another 
reason was that the finances hat! been 
placed upon a sound basis. Of the 
products of British Columbia In one 
year— $(10.01)0. 000— be wished to explain 
what tills meant. It meant that every 



man, women and child of the province 
had produced $300. What other sec- 
tion could boast of bucn a showing? 
(Applause). 

Hon. Mr. Green said that Mr. Eberts' 
idea regarding connection by railway 
between the Island and the Mainland 
was not Utopian. ~ He did not wish to 
say anything in regard to better 
terms. But he wished to ask: "What 
has tho Dominion government done for 
the province of British Columbia?" 

A Voice— "They have starved ua." 

"Yes," said Mr. Green, "that's, the 
case; and they will continue to do so 
as long as they are there." (Applause). 

He claimed that Conservatism had 
always ttood for a progressive policy 
in the Dominion of Canada. (Ap- 
plause). 

An Honest Record 

There was not an act upon the stat- 
utes of British Columbia which was 
not honest or which could not be 
Justified. This, ho said, despite the 
railings of the Liberal press through- 
out the country. (Applause). 

Concluding, bo expressed the opinion 
that Mr. Eberts would be returned 
with an overwhelming majority at the 
next election. (Cheez's;. 

W. P. Lovcland stated that the Con- 
servatives were in an exceedingly 
favorable position. What had to be 
combatted was "backbiting slander." 
He hoped all members of the party 
would stand shoulder to shoulder and 
round up at the polls when the time 
came and cast a vote for the good 
cause. 

Munro Miller, after a few eulogistic 
remarks in reference lo the conven- 
tion's nominee, called for three cheers. 
It was responded to enthusiastically, 
after which the convention adjourned.

PREMIER SPEAKS 
AT METCHOSIN 



Tells Electors of His Effort! to 
Secure Better Terms for 
Province 



A meeting of the electors of Motcho- 
sln district, Including representatives 
from Rocky Point and other outlying 
places, was held last night at Institute 
Hall, and despite the Inclement 
weather was well attended. Addresses 
were delivered by Hon. Richard Mc- 
Bride. Hon. C. E. Pooley, K. C, the 
Speaker of the House, II. D. Helmcken, 
K. C, and others. J. M. Inveracity 
of Albert Head was in the chair and 
introduced the speakers. 

Hon. C. }•;. Pooley spoke briefly of 
the Better Terms movement, telling 
how the Premier had upheld the rights 
of the province; and be also ex- 
plained the workings of the School 
Act. He was given an attentive hear- 
ing. 

Premier McBride was greeted with 
cheers on rising. He went at some 
length Into the history of the move- 
ment for Better Terms, tracing It from 
confederation to the present time, 
showing the growing Importance of 
British Columbia and the Immense 
amounts of money being contributed 
by this province to the Dominion. 
Virtually J20.000.000 has been contrib- 
uted. The difficulties io be confront- 
ed In British Columbia and the gen- 
eral situation demanded that better 
treatment be accorded the province. 
With t li o need of new .court houses, 
new schools and other public works 
the demand was now urgent. Telling 
of the recent convention at Ottawa, 
the Premier detailed how lie had 
struggled there for tin- rights of Brit- 
ish Columbia; and, 'after the provin- 
cial premiers had been brought Io 
admit the right of this province to 
exceptional treatment, this treatment 
had not been given. In self-respect, 
on behalf of the province, be bad been 
obliged to leave the convention. 

The Premier also spoke of the con- 
servation of the timber interests of the 
province; of how the government had 
compelled the manufacture of timber 
cut In the province by preventing the 
export of logs. The successes of tin; 
agricultural anil horticultural depart- 
ments of the province, the .winnings 
made by the fruit sent to London and 
Edinburgh were also dealt with. 

Dealing with tin 
Premier challenged 
frame a policy. lie 
to discover one 
opposition, other than a policy of 
abuse. The Kalon Island deal, 
iiml oilier matters of policy were also 
handled by the Premier, who spoke for 
mi hour and a half. 

An elector asked willi regard to the 
school act, whether, iu the event of the 
government having sold a school prop- 
erly and the trustees having control of 
the land, would the trustees be entitled 
p. i lie proceeds of the sale'.' 

The Premier replied ihat llie same 
question hail arisen at Delta, and the 
mutter was now receiving the consider- 
ation of the government. 

II. 1). Helmcken, K. C, spoke brief- 
ly in support of the Conservative party. 
Hi. thanked the Premier for his ad- 
dress ami the chairman for presiding in 
his usual good spirit, making an ad- 
dress that was listened to with much at- 
tention. 

The chairman in response to n vole 
of lluinks, also spoke hrielly, exhorting 
the electors to support the government. 

The meeting was bronghl to a close 
with three cheers for His Majesty the 
King.

AND LIVES ARE LOST 



Explosion on Mississippi River Hurls Passengers to Death 
— Boy Causes Death and Disaster in 
Dynamite Factory 



Yicksburg, Miss., Dec. 10. — A serious 
accident occurred on the Mississippi 
river this morning, when the Steamer 
W. T, Scoville, plying in the Vicksburg 
and Davis Bond trade was destroyed by 
an explosion. 

Owing to t lie large number of negroes 
on board it: is impossible to ascertain the 
exact number of deaed and injured but 
officers of the boat who arrived bore to- 
night estimate that from len to sixteen 
were killed. The probability is thai a 
like number were injured. 

The number of dead and injured ne- 
groes cannot be stated at present but of 
a crew and passenger list of about fifty, 
about half tire missing. 

Savannah, (in.. Dec. 19. — By the ex- 
plosion of dynamite in the factory of Jo- 
seph Carbo and John Xiva, Italians, to- 
night, a fireman was burned to death, 
another Mas fatally burned and an as- 
sistant lire chief and another fireman 
were seriously and perhaps filially 
burne. The proprietors were painfully 
burned an da boy was struck in the face 
by Hying debris and severely hurt. 

The dead are: Fireman Harry Eildy; 
fatallv injured; Fireman Edward Daly, 
will die; Assistant Chief George Munro, 
mu v die, 

Assistant Chief Munro arrived to in- 
vestigate reports that the Italians had 
a greater quantity of explosives 111 the 
place than the city ordinances permit. 
He and three firemen entered the build- 



ing. With them went Fred Chittev, a 
hoy, who saying: "I'll show you how 
it happened" picked up a dynamite cap 
and hurled it to the floor. -Three explo- 
sions followed in quick succession. The 
building collapsed and lire broke out. 
Fireman Eady was caught between the 
falling timbers crushed to death and Ids 
body incinerated. All the injured were 
hurried to hospitals. A search for the 
proprietors with the purpose of lynch- 
ing thoin was started by a crowd. Carbo 
and Xiva were then removed under ar- 
rest to a police station. Cbitty was 
also arrested. 



LIVES LOST IN FIRE. 

Buffalo, X. V., Dec. 10.— Pour lives 
were lost and one person was fatally 
burned in a small lire in the Zenobia 
apartment house on Prospect avenue (it 
the corner of West Huron street to- 
night. Other occupants of the house 
had narrow escapes, half a dozen being 
rescued bj the firemen. The dead are 
E. M. Loinbrecbt, 45 years old: Mrs. 
Lombrecht, his wife, -10 years old; Uulh 
Crutnlisli, 3-year-old daughter of Mrs. C. 
Crumlish; Mrs. ,1. J. Fisher, of New 
York. Charles Beam, salesman for 
Wood and Co. of Buffalo was fatally 
Lnjllred. The blaze xvas small and was 
quickly brought under control by the. 
firemen. The financial loss is estimated 
ut less than ^",000. 



STEAMER THEMIS 
IS A TOTAL LOSS 



Salvor Reports Salvage Impos- 
sible — Neither Ship Nor 
Cargo Can Be Saved 



The British Columbia, Salvage Com- 
pany's steamer Salvor, Captain Harris, 
returned last night from the>icene of 
the wreck of the Norwegian steamer 
Themis, nnd reports that vessel a total 
loss. - The wreck lies at an angle of 
20 degrees to port, broken forward, 
with plates buckled and the hulk sub- 
merged to the forecastle at high water. 
Over the after part there is at least 
3% fathoms. Nothing can be done lo 
save the vessel or her cargo of ore and 
salmon. ' The cargo was completely 
washed from Xos. 1 and 2 holds. 

The Salvor left Esquimau on Sun- 
day afternoon with a wrecking party 
on board in charge of H. F. Bullen of 
the British Columbia Salvage Com- 
pany and Including George Bushby, 
Douglas Bullen, Diver McHardy and 
others. The vessel reached Alert Bay 
on Sunday evening at 7 o'clock and 
remained there until -1 a. m. Tuesday, 
when she proceeded to Balaclava 
Island. Arriving at Cardigan rocks at 
about 8:20 a. m., the wreck of the 
Themis was seen at low water, covered 
to' the bridge. The wooden cabins on 
the deck hart been washed away, with 
all that was movable, and the steamer 
looked what she was— a hopeless 
wreck. 

A party went on board the vessel 
and found it broken forward so much 
that the water surged in with a roar. 
The stanchions of . the 'tween decks 
were all bent, many broken with the 
force of the impact with which the 
steamer had struck at full speed when 
she piled up. A plate near the light 
load line was sheered off and bent 
double. The Ughtkeeper at Scarlet 
Point came over and reported that all 
the crew had been taken south by the 
fishing steamer San Juan. The weather 
was fine then, the Ughtkeeper said, and 
the sea was smoother than it had been 
for a month. 

The steamer Henrietta, 'bound north 
with Captain S. I''. McKenzle, Captain 
Kruger of the Themis, and wife, and 
others on board, was sighted off 
Salmon River, bound to the wreck.

Then 
will be an exciting scene iu the House 
of Commons tomorrow when the bill is 
returned from the upper House, and it 
is expected that Air. Birred, president 
of the board of education may make 
some announcement of the government's 
intentions. It is not believed that tho 
ministers contemplate an immediate ap- 
peal to the country.

Work Pays Fabulously 

Prof, Hays u|so. took up the case of 
Minnesota showing by government re- 
turns that similar splendid results hud 
been achieved. "The prominent fact that 
stands cut for the new century to deal 
with," lie said, "<* that this wurk pays 
fabulously. The experimental stations 
and dcpmlments of agriculture, which sec 
clearly this rising proof of the immense 
proljt to all the people from the expen- 
diture of public money should be econ- 
omists enough to rapidly broaden out 
I heir plans to meet the situation in its 
largeness- When legislative bodies see 
clearly what those most experienced in 
pliiut-breedliig under public expenditure 
now see. they will bo ready and eager to 
finance their work." 

For the better carrying out of this 
work Prof. Hays urged greater co-op- 
eration between the government nnd in- 
dividual experimenters, greater organiza- 
tion and co-operation in fife exchange of 
ideas, and in the sub-division of labor 
among (he different bodies undertaking 
the work, and more perfect methods of 
procedure. 

Annual Breeding 

In regard to the evolution of animal 
breeding, he urged that it musl be or- 
ganized on a broader basis, or it could 
not keep up with the Creative work al- 
ready assured in plant-breeding.

One hundred thoucand dollars (100,-

consumptive. He- lived in a hotel and 
was dependent on his own efforts as a 
laborer. As a result of his disease he 
wus turned out of three hotels and re- 
fused admission to a public Hospital. Tlie 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God have 
mercy on us for mir neglect of such 
cases." Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution ueed»»d? 

The tfeatU-roll from consumption In 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbiu it is over two 
hundred. 

Tue Dumber of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be live times as great as the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British Columbia. 

We hnvc, therefore, before us the np- 
palliiig fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the -services and earning powers 
of thousand* of citizens who are in- 
capacitated b> illnesB, and others we lose 
outright by death, through this one 
cause — and that a preventable cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to be meanured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
language. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than ! 
proved their efficiency. Practical^ speak- 
ing, these requisites ure obtainable only ' 
in a sanitorium. • 

A further ndvnntnge connected with : 
such an institution is that tiie .cdmis- 
sion of a patient menus the removal of. 
one source of contagion from tjhe general | 
community; and when, after 'treatment, | 
such person is returned curecl. or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the pulilic, he or 
she is nn educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first pr/iuciple fan- 
pressed on a patient on enteDing a saui- 
torium is the cure he should exercise in I 
his personal hnblts; the necessity for 1 
cleanliness, for care iu disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, «on( agion; in a : 
word, he is persistently taught to move I 
and live so that no other human being 
shall bo likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
ou his part in the care of h/.mself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- ] 
stitution is, by his training in the sanl- 
toriurn, not only impressed! "with, the nec- 
essity for continuing such, caution, hut, 
because or his knowledge so gained, be- I 
comes in his family nnd, general sur- ; 
roundings an educational influence infin- 
itely more effective than fall the litera- 
ture and arguments erf physicians and 
authorities on the subject.

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STABLE GOVERNMENT. 

The Times objects to the clnini thnt 
(lie improved condition of business in 
British Columbia mid the gi'cuter confi- 
dence of investors is in any way due to 
the fact Hint Hie advent to power of the 
present ministry has given the province 
"stable government." We admit that n:i 
Opposition paper may, and indeed ought, 
to eritjotee freely (he policy ami acts 
<if.t:.r administration, but this is no rea- 
son why it should extend its hostility to 
the province, It is easy to understand 
why the Times should feel called upon to 
say all the harsh things it can Invent 
nboul Mr. MeBride and his colleagues, 
for that is the way in which it believes 
political controversies ought to be con- 
ducted, bill it is utterly inexplicable why 
it should claim that we have not stable 
government in this province. It is quite 
familiar with the history of the last fif- 
teen years and must know that until 
federal party lines were followed in pro- 
vincial affairs, conditions were most un- 
stable. It surely has not forgotten the 
speeches made in the House at the time 
the resignation of the Prior ministry was 
announced, and the unanimous expres- 
sion of opinion to the effect thnt objec- 
tionable as the introduction of federal 
cleavage lines were to many, it was rec- 
ognized as the only means whereby sta- 
bility of administration could be se- 
cured. Before that time succeeding min- 
istries, were on tenter hooks during the 
whole of their brief existence and the 
frequent changes jn premiers ami the 
almost continual election turmoil had the 
effeel of creating great distrust in ev- 
erybody's mind. When jSJr.' Turner, 
after his laborious and successful pre- 
miership, was unwarrantably dismissed 
by the Lieutenant Governor, a period of 
political distraction ensued. First we had 
iMr. Robert Heaven as premier; to him 
followed Mr. Semlin and after a short 
time we had Mr. Martin and his extra- 
ordinary administration. The public 
throughout Canada and all that part of 
.the iu<wsling world which took an inter- 
est in British Columbia politics were; 
amazed and alarmed at the political cir- 
cus in progress here. The (irst indica- 
tion of returning sanity was the selec- 
tion of ..Mr. Dunsniuir us premier and 
the rallying of all the tlicil sttouger 
political elements in the province to his 
support. Bui stability hud not yet been 
reached. .Mr. 1 inusamir's premiership 
was rendarcd irksome to him by the dif- 
fii nlty of reconciling deverse interests, 
anil he ga re place to Col. Trior, whose 
official cancer was too short for the de- 
velopment of any improvement in politi- 
cal conditions. In >ix years the prov- 
ince had hi'.d six premiers, and it would 
certainly be difficult to suggest anything 
much more urns table. But with the ad- 
vent id' Mr. Mcliride to power a new 
condition was ' inaugurated and no one 
can. with ait.7 regard to truth, deny 
that since lliijn there has been a com- 
plete change. The people of British 
Columbia and those abroad, who lake 
n close interest in our affairs, know that 
the period of frequent changes is at mi 
end, unless exceptional circumstances 
arise in the future. When the next gen- i 
eral election is held one of three things; 
will happen. Wither Mr. MeBride will : 
be returned v.m.Ii a large majority— an 
event which the Colonist is satisfied isnl-j 
ready assured, nr the Liberals will have j 
a majority, or t>y reason id' there being 
several political groups, who will put 
candidates in the Held, the political con-!

MONEY IN FARMING. 

We reprint this morning from the 
Toronto Globe a summary of an address 
delivered before the Ontario liiXpcrimon- 
1al Union by Professor Hays, assistant 
secretary for agriculture for the United 
Slates. The points brought out are of 
the greatest possible interest, not to 
farmers only, but to every one. for they 
go to the very foundation of national 
prosperity. In too many Instances farm- 
ing is regarded as the Inst resort of the 
unambitious and is carried on in a spirit 
of protest. The cheap humorists of the 
city newspapers find in the tiller of the 
soil ,-t mark for their jests, and the 
slaves of the desk and counter assume an 
nir of superiority when they meet Hie 



man who toils in the fields. Yet what is 
it that has caused America to enjoy of 
recent years such unprecedented pros- 
perity thnt a cry is going up everywhere 
for niore menV Nothing but the success 
which has attended the labors of the 
farmer. Therefore everything that tends 
to increase the value of the returns for 
such labor is of importance to the whole 
community. Farming is not yet upon 
the basis that it should be, for the rea- 
son that only recently, comparatively 
spenking, have men .begun to devote 
scientific attention to it, and the sub- 
ject being many-sided and full of diffi- 
culties, a long series of observations and 
experiments was necessary before the 
advocates of scientific farming were 
warranted in claiming that they had 
demonstrated that something more than 
manual labor and 1 chance were to be 
taken into account in order to produce 
the best result r. The everyday fanner 
used to have his share of fun with "the 
scientific farmer." But things are 
changing and the man with the hoe is 
beginning to respect the man in the la- 
boratory. 

As illustrating the immense value of 
properly conducted experiments, Profes- 
sor Hays showed what value would ho 
acemplished in Ontario by reason of the 
work done at that most excellent insti- 
tution, the Quelph Agricultural College. 
He pointed out that it would equal 
nearly a billion dollars in forty years. 
This is in the increased productiveness 
of the farms, and means the enrichment 
of the country to thnt extent without 
an addition to the cultieated acreage or 
a material increase in the labor expend- 
ed. Possibly it means a reduction iu the 
latter item. This is something remark- 
able, and far transcends in importance 
any benefit that the country can hope to 
derive from any other source of activity 
in which a government can engage. One 
value of these experiments is that they 
enable a farmer to realize better results 
with less work and from smaller acre- 
age, a highly important consideration in 
these days, when population is becoming 
more dense and labor more expensive. 
We are in receipt of a letter from an 
esteemed correspondent in Alberta -which 
is pertinent to this subject. Our cor- 
respondent thinks that land in Vancou- 
ver Island is loo expensive to make it 
possible to farm it to advantage, and 
much as he would like to come to this 
part of Canada to live, be hesitates 
about doinj so because he fenrs that 
farming cannot be profitable here. Yes- 
terday the Colonist was favored with a 
call from two Ontario men, who took 
the same view. This matter is worth 
some attention; 

Our callers said that land was too 
high here for a farmer who proposed to 
raise grain and roots and feed cattle. 
They thought that no man could afford 
to pay more than $30 an acre for such 
land, and of course ns we nil know 
cleared land cannot be bought on Van- 
couver Island iu many places for this 
price. We arc by no means sure that, 
when they take everything into consid- 
eration, they would find land at $150 
per acre too expensive for that purpose. 
It would be, if they adopted the meth- 
ods of agriculture followed in those 
parts of the continent where land is 
cheap: but it might not be if they pur- 
sued intense fanning. The nature of 
our seasons is such that a farmer ought 
to be nble to get at least twice as much 
per acre out of his soil as he could in 
the East, pew people have ever taken 
the trouble to cons'der the enormous 
waste of capital in land that has been 
cleared and not cultivated. When al- 
lowance is made for loss by reason of 
fencing, especially by "snake" fences, 
stone piles, ti.sele.ss trees, needless roads, 
stumps of formidable dimensions, wet 
places that can be readily drained, the 
percentage of a farmer's capital that is 
locked up in unproductive cleared land 
will be found to be surprisingly large. 
If a merchant locked up a similar per- 
centage of his capital in dead slock, 
he would have his nose to the grind- 
stone all the time, and would be lucky 
if In- escaped bankruptcy. When a man 
pays $150 and upwards for land for 
farming purposes he wilf, unless he is 
very foolish, see to it that not much if 
it remains idle. It is because he follows 
this principle, and makes his land bring 
him iu something continually, that the 
Chinese gardener makes money. While 
we should not by any means recommend 
an Eastern mini to come here and buy 
expensive farm lands for the purpose of 
raising beef cattle, we are not disposed 
to admit that it would be a losing busi- 
ness. Our snil can, however, be much 
more profitably used otherwise by most 
people, and this brings us to our cor- 
respondent's letter. He believes that 
our grain yields are not as heavy as 
they are in the prairie region, but we 
think thnt he has scarcely had fair op- 
portunities of forming an opinion, be- 
cause all statistics are In the contrary 
of what he says. He admits that the 
present prices of dairy products, eggs 
and fruit are satisfactory, but thinks 
they are not likely to last. To the lat- 
ter part of this opinion mp lake a very 
deluded exception. As we pointed out 
the other day. there is a market in Brit- 
ish Columbia for 2.000,000 pounds more 
butter every year than is now produced 
here, and the demand is steadily in- 
creasing. The nature of the industries 
of this province is such Hint there will 
be a sale for more than the farmers can 
supply for very many years to conic, 
The same tiling is true of poultry, which 
is very profitable here. In regard to 
fruit, our correspondent thinks we are at 
the mercy of the railroads, nnd there- 
fore there Is a poor outlook In Hint di- 
rection. In this respect he is at fault, 
because fruit growers on Vancouver 
Island are not at the mercy of any one 
railway, even if there were any reason 
tofenr that any single rniiwity company, 
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if it had the power, would be so blind 
to its own interests, to put a freight 
charge thnt would prevent freight from 
being shipped. The Canadian Pacific 
and the Great Northern can both give 
transportation to Central Canada, where 
the market for our fruit now is, and be- 
sides this there is the British market 
and the Oriental market, whero our 
fruit enn be disposed of. It is true 
enough thnt here, as everywhere, there 
are drawbacks in connection with fann- 
ing, but, ns the proof of the pudding is 
the eating, so the proof that fanning 
pays on Vancouver Island is chiefly in 
the fact that the farmers arc all pros- 
perous. And the proof that it will con- 
tinue to be profitable is sho.vn I,' the 
fact that the industries, that will be de- 
veloped in the province, and the growth 
of large cities at railway termini will 
create a demand that will fur outstrip 
any supply, which there is any good rea- 
son for believing is yet in sight. 

MUSIC IN°SCHOOI_S. 

The proposal that music shn'o be 
taught systematically in the public 
schools is worthy of very serious con- 
sideration. At the same time, if it is 
adopted, good judgment must be exer- 
cised In carrying it out. While every 
child ought to sing, many of them can- 
not, and although it is true that muny 
children have naturally good voices, 
which only need to be brought out, it 
ought not to be forgotten that some 
have not. Disregard of this natural dis- 
tinction between children has in some 
cities been the cause of injustice being 
done. Proficiency in music ought not to 
be taken into account in the grading of 
pupils. 

There is no doubt as to the value of 
singing ns a branch of study. Perhaps 
there is nothing that has a more bene- 
ficial effect upon the health, provided 
instruction is correctly given. All of 
us breathe, but very few of us breathe 
as we ought to. Experience has shown 
that exercises in breathing iu connec- 
tion with singing have an admirable ef- 
fect upon the general health. This is 
perhaps, in the opinion of some, put- 
ting the matter on rather a low plane, 
but Ave do not think so. 

As to the valucof song as a source of 
pleasure, and as an upbuilder of char- 
acter, too much cannot be said. It is 
a theme upon which much might be 
written. We hope the St/hool Trustee.-' 
will give the matter their best consid- 
eration; but at the same time we think 
we ought to add', in the interest of our 
schools .generally,' that therefore many 
other things which call for attention, 
and that the teaching of music is per- 
haps not the most important.

IWilliiini Stitt, for five years, agent in 
Australia of the Canadian Pacini! rail- 
way, arrived by the steamer Aorangi 
from Sydney yesterday morning on his 
'way to Montreal to take 'another im- 
portant position in the company's service. 
Mr. Stitt said the New Zealand govern- 
ment had agreed to give a subsidy Of 
£20,000 yearly for until - service be- 
tween a , New Zealand port anil British 
Columbia, and he believed that eventual- 
ly the Canadian Australian liners would 
call at Auckland, New Zealand. 

The proposals were that the company 
should place faster, and bettor steamers 
on the run and alter the schedule so that 
instead of having the liners call at Bris- 
bane, 500 further north from Sydney, 
they would proceed on the same latitude 
1,280 miles to Auckland and thence' con- 
tinue to Victoria and Vancouver via Suva 
and Honolulu as at present. The Queens- 
laud people would doubtless object to 
this arrangement. 

The bill for a mail subsidy as passed 
by the New Zealand government offers 
§100,000 for a tri-weekly service be- 
tween a New Zealand port and British 
Columbia with 0,000 ton passenger and 
freight steamers with cold storage ar- 
rangements and modern conveniences to 
make the trip from port to port — from 
Auckland to Vancouver — in eighteen 
days. This would necessitate the plac- 
ing of seventeen-kuot steamers on the 
route. 

The subsidy given the Spreckels line 
running' between Australia, New Zea- 
land and .San Francisco has been renewed 
and the American companies expects, 
with the passage of . the. pendiug subsidy 
bill before the United States congress 
to receive sufficient aid from the United 
Stales government to permit of ' this line 
being much improved by the replacing of 
the present steamers with larger and 
faster vessels. The Orient Steamship 
company's mail subsidy for the carriage 
of the Australian mails to Europe via 
the Suez canal has also been renewed. 

'.Mr. Stitt declined to discuss the ac- 
tion of the Canadian government With 
regard to the .New Zealand subsidy. 
From other sources it was learned that 
Canada was the stumbling block in the 
way of the proposal to alter the route of 
the Canadian-Australian liners. Some 
years ago when proposals were made to 
include Auckland in the ports of cull in- 
stead of Brisbane the Canadian "govern- 
ment declined to agree and the steam- 
ers -ran to- Brisbane. Now the people 
of that section of Australia will prob- 
ably light against the change. It is 
generally/ considered that the service 
could be improved by the substitution of 
Auckland, for Brisbane, thus tapping 
the New Zealand market without great 
loss in Australia as the Queensland 
freight could be handled by the coasting 
steamers. At least this is the opinion 
of arrivals from Sydney by the Aorangi. 

Mr. Stitt said the trade between Can- 
ada and Australia had increased, great- 
ly since he went to the Antipodes five 
y^nrs ago. There is opportunity for'fnr 
greater development. Australia will 
take ■:ill_ that. Canada) can'. send. There 
is 'scarcely an article produced in. Can- 
ada that could' be mentioned, but could 
find a market iu Australia. 

While unwilling to talk of any change 
in the present steamers Mr. Stitt -said 
that if passenger liners such as are 
used on the alternate route via the Suez 
from Australia by the P. & O. Messag- 
eries iNIaritlmes, and other lines were 
used on the Pacific route the travel 
would be greatly increased; it would be 
more than trebled in a short time. The 
big complements brought during the two 
trips made each year by the turbine 
liner Maheno and the Union company's 
liner Manuka showed the route to be 
pupu la r. 

Before leaving Sydney, Mr. Stitt was 
entertained by the Lord" Mayor of Syd- 
ney and a distinguished company at the 
city hall, and was presented with a 
handsomely illuminated address in book 
form, wilh a purse of sovereigns with 
Which to purchase mementoes for him- 
self and Mrs. Stilt. The Lord ■ Mayor 
in proposing a toast 'to the departing 
agent spoke of the high esteem in which 
Mr. Stitt had been held during the time 
he managed the affairs of the Canadian 
line in Sydney.

PRESIDENT RESIGNS 
E OF 



Mr. Dallin Says S. P. C. A. Work 
Was Made Intolerable 
by Public 



Consternation waa caused among the 
members of the Victoria branch of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals at the minimi meeting uf thai 
body held in the city ball yesterday 
evening, when A. ,1. Dallain, who for a 
long time past has been associated with 
the organization its president, stated his 
intention of resigning. At the urgent re- 
quest of those present, Mr. Dallain was 
persuaded to continue in the position, 
at len.st until a special meeting could be 
called to consider the question of a suc- 
cessor. Much business -was done in the 
course of the meeting. The annual re- 
port of the president was read, showing 
the society to lie in a very satisfactory 
condition. The now notorious exhibition 
of so-called "broncho bustiijg" at the 
late fair was condemned, and the council 
was called to account for not using the 
lethal chamber provided by tin 1 society 
for the destruction of homeless dogs. 
Mr. Justice Martin presided. 

Mr. Dallain's Statement 

It Mils when it came to the election of 
officers that Mr. Dallaill startled tin; 
meeting by stating his intention of re- 
tiring. ''I will not stand for nomination 
again on any consideration whatever," 
said Mr. Dallain. "A lew days ago I 
had almost decided to cease to be a 
member of the society, anil had this meet- 
ing been held hist wed; should prob- 
ably have withdrawn altogether. But al 
any rale 1 shall lint again lake the po- 
sition of president. You members who 
are present here tonight can have no idea 
of the amount of work that falls on the 
president of this society. Since 1 be- 
came president I have had virtually no 
holidays. I have attended to over 1.200 
cases, and you can imagine the amount 
of work thai that entails. I do not re- 
sign, however, because 1 am called upon 
to do the work of a common policeman, 
of t wo policemen in fact. It is on ac- 
count of the insults to which I am sub- 
jected thai I am led to lake this step. 
It is not the instills of those whose ani- 
mals 1 look after that I object to. Any- 
thing that comes in the course of my 
duty I can stand for. It is when I am 
insulted by certain people of this city, 
thai I feel that I can no longer continue 
in the office. Il was a remark made to 
me by a lady, however, which completed 
my decision. The lady was a member of 
this society, and she made the remark 
to me as I was going into church, it 
was a very nasty insinuation, indeed; and 
such a one as I have never before in my 
life had made lo me. Had it been a man 
who thus spoke to me, 1 fear that ]

should have lost my temper, even though 
in the porch of a place of worship." 

Bishop Perrin voiced the feelings of 
the meeting when he stated that should 
Sir. Dallniu carry out his intentions it 
would be a blow to the society at large. 
Rev. E. G. Miller spoke in the same 
lerms. It was proposed that Mr. Dal- 
lain remain in his position until a special 
meeting could be called to consider the 
appointment of a successor, and to this 
Sir. Dallain acceded'.

lev street. 

I We miss also al this our annual meeting, 
I the presence and kindly welds of our late 

patron, sir IJenrl Joly de Lotbinlere. 
j Several Important matters have been 
i dealt with during t he year. 

In the first place 212 cases have been 
| lliviistlgnted, hut we are pleased to report 

I ha I uf these 53 were found to be of so 
Utile Importance as no) to warrant the In- 
lerfercie-e of the society, ami thai none 

I during tlm year wen- sufficiently flagrant 
I to come under the ban "f the law. 

For this we must lie heartily grateful. 
Surely Hie principles of the society have 
taken root In the hearts of our people. 
Tin- ti Ik of ilie work of Investigating 
I these il- ca-es has fallen upon the shoul- 
I ders of our president. Mr. A. .1. Dallain. 
Regarding the lethal chamber, this us 
you tire aware, bus been completed and 
bunded over to the city council. The ex 
pertinents were sa tlsfactorv. but we un- 
derstand It lias not been extensively used. 

Acting upon a resolution of last annual 
meeting, a series of lantern lectures were 
succcissftilly given In the schoolrooms of 
the various churches: P.'OO children ami 
parents nvnlled themselves of this form ot 
education mid entertainment and yonr'coni- 
mllten hopes that a continuation of these; 
lantern lectures nicy in- given In the com- 
Ing car. At these Hectares the secretary 
was assisted bv Mr. W, 1<\ flrat and Mr. 

II F Piillcn, to whom the thanks of this 
society arc due. 

The following resolution regarding the 
hack-drivers' and expressmen's licenses was 
passed :

Your committee decided that the by-law 
with reepeel to placing the name of owner 
upon all dump carta and providing the 
sane with props under the shaft, be en- 
forced. We consider this a matter which 
should receive attention, as at present it 
Is inure honored in the breach than the 
observance. 

Ladies' Auxiliary.— II Is proposed to form 
it ••Women's Auxiliary" to the S. TV C. A., 
for the purpose of collecting funds and 
otherwise (insisting the executive, and we 
would ask vour endorsement of this plan. 

We are pleased lo state that a Hand of 
Merer lias been Inaugurated under the 
leadership of Miss Kltto. the society pledg- 
ing to supply the needn of this Juvenile 
work, and we hope that other Hands may 
be started. 

Financial Posit Ion — The report nf the 
lion, treasurer, duly nndlled, will lie laid 
before von. We are pleased to state that 
although the receipts have been sniucwhni 
less than lout year, the society Is able lo 
show a small credit balance. 

With the anticipated help or the Women's 
Auxiliary our position should he very much 
better In the coming year.

In moving I he adoption of the report, 
Bishop Perrin spoke feelingly of lite loss 
thiil the society had sustained in Hie 
death nf the bile Mr. Kltto, who had 
neted ns secretory. His Lordship out- 
lined the aims and ends of the society. 



The society could not be looked upon us 
n prosecuting one, and only those cases 
of which there was un absolute surety of 
conviction should be brought before the 
magistrate. His Lordship also spoke at 
length on the brutality of the display of 
"broncho busting" at the late fair, 

Rev. Mr. Miller, taking up the re- 
marks of Ilis Lordship on the "broncho 
busting," uttered a scathing indictment 
against all such exhibitions. 

Mr. Justice Martin stated that in his 
opinion although the exhibition hud been 
■within the letter of the law, it was no 
close to the limit that prosecution would 
almost have been justified. "Should such 
an exhibition ever be given again in this 
city," said .Mr. Justice .Martin, "I should 
certainly recommend legal net ion. nnd 
shall myself be ready to supply money 
to help along the same." 

iBishop Perrin explained thai a repre- 
sentative of the society had watched the 
exhibition, but thai it had been decided 
that il was impossible to take legal ac- 
tion. 

To prevent the repetition of any such 
exhibition in this city in the future, the 
following resolution was drafted, and il 
was decided to send copies both to the 
mayor and council and to the directors 
of the Agricultural society, "That this 
society at Its annual meeting, deprecates 
the exhibition of 'broncho busting' at the 
late fair, and trusts that no further oc- 
currence of such nature will again be 
permitted in this city." 

1 The Lethal Chamber 

Rev. Mr. Miller made some inquiries 
as to why the lethal chamber provided 
by the society for the destruction of 
stray dogs had not been used for Unit 
purpose by the idly. "It is due to those 
who contributed for its pil^'inse that 
the chamber be something more than an 
ornament to the municipal back yard," 
said Mr. Miller. 

It was decided lo send a memorial lo 
the council asking why the chamber was 
not used, and requesting thai the city at 
once take sieps in the mailer. 

The report of the treasurer read in the 
course of the evening showed a balance 
of $58.45! in favor of the society.

Dr. Darlington Talks of Ravages 
of Tuberculosis in United 
States 



Boston, Dec. Hi.— Al a conference of 
iln- Twentieth Century club tonight, 
under tho auspices of the Boston 
Association for the Relief 'and Control 
of Tuberculosis, Dr. Thomas Darling- 
ton, commissioner of health of New 
York elty, delivered an address on 
"The Duty of the Municipality and 
Stule in the Prevention of Tuberculo- 
sis." Dr. Darlington said in part: 

"I I has been estimated that 400 
people die every day in the United 
States from this disease. Were we in 
the midst of a devastating war, a 
battle every day leaving the Held 
strewn with 400 dead, the type of our 
dally papers would prove inadequate 
In size to emphasize the horrors of the 
calamity.- The country would rise | n 
its might and demand that the carnage 
cease.
